These voters will vote for Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower, if he is the 
nominee of the Republican Party, 
Not many of them will cast a 
ballot for Sen. Robert Taft. Most 
of them. would accept Warren, 
though by no means with as 
much eageress as they would em- 
brace Eisenhower. 

A poll of congressional Repub- 
licans, taken before Warren an- 
nounced, reveals a preference for 
Senator Taft. That is not at all 
surprising. It is ncrmal. For the 
past 16 years the Republicans 
have been nominating candidates, 
Willkie once and Dewey twice, 


who were left of the majority of 
party members in the capital. 
And certainly they were to the 
left of the old-line rulers of party 
decisions who disliked Wendell 
Willkie intensely, but took him 
only because they thought he 
might win. They didn’t like 
Thomas Dewey either, but they 
walked softly around him be- 
cause he could carry New York 
and its huge total of electoral 
votes. But, he irritated them be- 
cause he had ideas of his own 
and expressed them and was not 
“a sound party man.” 


The GOP conventions also 
adopted platforms for their can- 
didates which were not at all 
what. the GOP leadership be- 
lieved. So, we have seen for the 
past 16 years that a Republican 
majority in the Congress always 
voted against the provisions of 
their convention platforms and 
against the judgment of their 
candidates who, though defeated, 
remained as the titular heads of 
the party.

They and the netiona! commit- 
tee leaders like that. They al- 
ways have. Taft is “a sound party 
man” in their judgment and will 
not say anything until he has 
talked it over and reached a 
party agreement on policy. So, 
the preference of the Republican 
majority in the Congress for Sen- 
ator Taft is no more startling 
than the announcement that small 
boys prefer. chocolate ice cream 
and cake. 


The summer conventions of 
1952 may be very exciting, or 
dull. They could be either, de- 
pending upon events. 

If General Eisenhower is out 
of it, the GOP reactionary lead- 
ers, who are in control of the 
_ party and convention machinery, 
“ will almost surely seek to name 
Senator Taft, figuring he can win 
over Harry S. Truman—a bit of 
figuring which in time may prove 
inaccurate. If Harry S. Truman 
is out of the picture, they will 
probably be able to name Senator 
Taft, figuring that he can defeat 
any Democrat nominated. For 
this reason, Harry S. Truman, 
who most assuredly was not, in 
the immortal words of the comic 
character Snuffy Smith, “A’hint 
the door when the brains were 
passed out,” is unlikely to count 
himself: out ahead of the GOP 
convention even if he has any in- 
tention of so doing. 

But, if the issue should become 
Taft and Truman, the South will 
assuredly figure in a manner im- 
portant and perhaps emphatic in 
the naming of the president in 
1952. 


South 


The South will not vote for 
Senator Taft. If he is nominated 
against Truman, there will al- 
most surely be enough states to 
break away and throw their elec- 
toral votes to Sen. Richard Bre- 
vard Russell to make it impos- 
sible for the electoral college to 
elect a man. The college will 
have to compromise or place the 
election in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, as provided by the 
constitution. 

There Senator Russell, who has 
the confidence of the Congress, 
would have a really excellent 
chance of becoming president. A 
deadlock in the electoral college, 
or a decision by the House mem- 
bers, is not such an impossible 
long-shot as it seems. 

All:of which makes Governor 
Warren even more important to 
GOP considerations. He is more 
acceptable to the general elec- 
torate than Senator Taft. He 
might be able to prevent a South- 
ern revolt in the electoral college. 


There is a lot of time. A Su- 
preme Court decision on segre- 
gation could either make assured 
an even wider rebellion from the 
South than now indicated, or 
practically forestall one. At any 
rate, our friends, the Republic- 
ans, have much to think about.

the Bureau of Internal Revenue.” 

The announcement of tightened 
regulations was made by E. H. 
Foley, acting Secretary’ of the 
Treasury in the absence of Sec- 


retary John W. Snyder, who is in

Treaty Council meeting. 

Foley in his announcement said 
the new procedures would pro- 
vide: 

1. The current enrollment cards

2. The Treasury field offices will 
be directed to improve their sys- 
tems for continuous local check 
on the qualifications of enrollees.

REVIGO, Italy, Nov. 16—(AP)—The ‘worst floods in north Italy’s 


modern history covered at least 1 


9 villages Friday, claimed 93 per- 


sons dead or missing and lapped at the outskirts of this city of 40,000, 
which lies between the raging Po and Adige rivers. | 


The Public Works Department 
said only blasting of dikes of the 
two rivers could divert the flood 
from Rovigo. An Italian fighter 


plane was specially fitted out to 
bomb the dikes, but fog forced 
delay of its takeoff until Saturday. 

Premier and Mrs. Alcide De 
Gasperi were in the threatened 
city, 30 miles from the Adriatic 
coast, on an inspection trip. Loud- 
speakers urged the residents to 
withdraw. Fifty buses and 100 
Italian army trucks were assigned 
to the evacuation. 

Three feet of muddy water 
covered villages in the area. in- 
cluding “‘the town of the muti- 
lated,” built for Rovigo’s wounded 
war veterans. A spokesman said 
74,000 acres of farm land were 
flooded. Spiraling damage esti- 
mates were in the millions of 
dollars. A _ provincial legislator 


said 30,000 cattle have persished. 


Among more than a dozen per- 
sons listed as missing was an 
Italian physician who volunteered 
to go into the flood area to aid a 
peasant woman giving birth to her 
tenth child.

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The Controversy Has Just Begun 


President Truman’s announced decision 
to make the controversial Fair Deal program 
the heart of the 1952 Democratic platform 
lends itself to a number of speculations as to 
what will happen and all of them indicate 
bitter controversy ahead. 


The, 82nd Congress has rejected the pro- 
gram almost in its entirety, as Mr. Truman 
must have known it would. Some of the pro- 
visions, including the FEPC and other civil 
rights legislation, have resulted in a bitter 
split within the party itself, with Southern 
Democrats fighting it all the way. It resulted 
in the Dixiecrat movement and the political 
coalition between the Southerners and the 
Republicans to defeat most of the Truman 
program. 


Whatever else that can be said about the 
President, he is certainly a determined man. 

_ He has courage, too. However, the Fair Deal 
program proved the vote-gettér in the 1948 
campaign in the industrial areas of the East 
and Midwest which brought victory to the 


party. , 
od * . 


By far the most intriguing political situa- 
tion which has faced the United States in 
many decades is the riddle of General Eisen- 
hower. Senator Taft has worked rapidly in 
lining up delegates for the 1952 convention 
and the boom for Ike has by no means crys- 
tallized within the Republican Party.

Freight Car Ferry, 


Savannah to New York 


A freighter named “Havana” will sail 
with the tide from the port of New York on 
Nov. 30. Her destination will be Savannah, 
Ga. On arrival, she will be rechristened 
“Savannah.” 

The run will mark the inauguration of 
seatrain seryice between New York and Sa- 
vannah or rather a resumption of a schedule 
interrupted several years ago when the Ocean 
Steamship Co. ceased operations. 

This new service—freight cars delivered 
by water—has been approved by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission on a temporary 
basis. The ICC will continue to study appli- 
cation for permanent service as filed by Sea- 
train Lines, Inc. 

Seatrain had applied earlier for the right 
to buy the unused operating rights of the 
Ocean Steamship Co., a Central of Georgia 
Railway subsidiary. Later Seatrain dropped 
the proposal and asked the ICC for a cer- 
tificate in its own -name. 

We hope the Commerce Commission will 
see fit to make the temporary permit a per- 
manent one. The freight car ferry service 
will mean much to the port of Savannah 
and Georgia. 


Vishinsky’s Proposals 
Are Still Unacceptable 


The Reds have backtracked from their 
uncompromising stand on arms reduction 
and control of atomic weapons, indicating 
there may be a remote possibility of work- 
ing out such a plan in time. However, their 
latest proposal, a counter to that of the West’s 
forthright appeal in the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly,. still leaves much to be de- 
sired. 

Russia’s Vishinsky has proposed that the 
United States, Britain, France, China and 
the Soviet Union reduce armaments by one- 
third during the calendar year following its 
adoption by the UN Assembly. He also calls 
on member countries to submit complete offi- 
cial data on their armed forces, weapons, in- 
cluding atomic bombs, and foreign military 
bases no later than one month after adoption 
of the plan. He asks for prohibition of 
atomic weapons. 

The fourth point in the plan calls for 
formation of an international control organ 
within the framework of the Security Coun- 
cil, where Russia has a veto, to check on the 
statements submitted by the various states. 

In the first place, a reduction in armed 
strength now by one-third would still leave 
Russia and China with much greater arma- 
ments than the West, since it is conceded 
they vastly outnumber us today. 

Relatively, the positions would not change. 
Should atomic weapons be outlawed under 
such circumstances, the last remaining bar- 
rier to Red aggression would thus be re- 
moved. Already possessing superior military 
power in other ‘fields, it would remove the 
one bar to loosing this military power in 
Europe and Asia. 

As for submitting official data on armed 
forces, weapons, atomic weapons, and foreign 
military bases, all the advantage here is with 
the Russians. It would amount to giving 
them a blueprint of our entire offensive and 
defensive planning. Such a procedure would 
give them all the advantages, without a guar- 
antee that in return they were submitting 
the correct data on their own forces. They 
have evaded the truth so many times in the 
past that it would be foolish to reveal our own 
plans and strength unless their statements 
could be checked through fool-proof inspec- 
tion. The West’s plan provides such in- 
spection. 

As for the formation of an international 
eontrol organ within the framework of the 
Security Council, Russia has a veto there. 
Where Russia has been able to exercise her 


the politicians in a quandary. It reopens 
speculation on the possibility that Eisen- 
hower may be handed the Democratic nomi- 
nation in 1952. Whether he can embrace the 
Fair Deal, and his statements in the past have 
indicated that he cannot, becomes an all- 
important question. 

The year 1952 is going to be an interest- 
ing year. There is going to be a tug of war in 
each party, and the final campaign will be 
one of the hardest fought in history. 

* * ~ 

The worst possible combination of can- 
didates would pit Taft against Truman. Such 
an election would decide nothing, leaving the 
United States as divided within itself as be- 
fore. In such an election, personalities 
would be the key issue. None of the vital 
questions of foreign policy and defense would 
be settled, one way or the other, in a fight 
built around accusations and denials. 

As for Senator Taft, he is attempting now 
to disprove contentions he is an isolationist in 
foreign policy. In 1940 he was quoted as 
saying “war tS” even worse than a German 
victory.” In his new book which attempts to 
outline his views, the senator puts himself 
on record as favoring an alliance with Brit- 
ain, backs rearmament of the United States 
and the Western nations, and calls for war 
if the Russians attack nations ranging from 
Japan to Germany. 

This same Senator Taft last month said 
the war in Korea was a “useless” war, but 
that the United States would be foolish to 
withdraw from it and that “some kind” of 
intervention there was necessary. What does 
the senator mean?

veto in the past, the West has found itself 
powerless to carry out UN objectives. Such 
a control organization would be meaningless 
under any such arrangement. 

Vishinsky is milder in tone and his pro- 
posals have the effect of putting the question 
of disarmament back into the hands of the 
United Nations, where the West maintains 
it belongs. He first proposed a disarmament 
conference of the Big Five nations, which 
would have the effect of leaving the heavily 
armed Russian satellites unaffected.

With 
the world moving so fast these days, even the 
earth itself can’t stand the pace.

The October issue of “Focus’’—six pages of text 


and symbol maps—is devoted to a study of the Southern states 
under the title, “The Changing South.” 


The article, by Wilbur Zelin- 
sky, who is an instructor at the 
University of Georgia, starts out 
by stating “the myth of the Old 
South dies hard.” From there, 
the writer’s review of today’s 
Southland is calculated to dis- 
associate the reader from any 
overwhelming ideas of magno- 
lias and crinoline. The “Focus” 


‘story refers to the South’s “new 
role as a full partner in the na- | 


, 


tional economy” and traces the 
agricultural and industrial 
changes which have brought 
about this equality. 

Speaking geographically, Ze- 
linsky says: 


“The single unifying phys- 
ical element of the Anterican 
South is a rather uniform cli- 
mate with abundant rains and 
long, warm growing seasons. 
Landforms, minerals, and 
plant life vary greatly, and so 
do soils, which, unfortunately 
average out as scarcely medi- 
ocre in fertility. 


“The cement that binds to- 
gether these diversities is the in- 
heritance of a unique cultural 
pattern and a shattering mate- 
rial bankruptcy from a brief 
heyday of plantation glory. The 
process of trial and error by 
which other American regions 
found their vocations a century 
or more ago is being re-enacted 
before our eyes, but more 
quickly and deftly. The South 
is profiting from its own and its 
neighbors’ blunders and has be- 
gun to “substitute the research 
laboratory for the wailing wall.” 


The study notes the changing 
agricultural picture which has 
seen a tremendous exodus from 
the farm and yet at the same 
time a tremendous increase in 
agricultural values through bet- 
ter use of the land and a great- 
er diversity of crops. “In the 
face of a great loss of labor 


and a dearth of farm mechani- 
zation, the South can boast of 
the greatest relative gains in the 
United States (1933-1950) in the 
productivity of the farm work- 
er and the per acre value of 
farm land,” the article says. Par- 
ticular tribute is paid to the ex- 
panding pasturage economy and 
the increasing attention given 
forestry. 

Addressing the present and 
looking into the future, Zelinsky 
declares: 

“The well-advertised hydro- 
electric power development in 
and around the Southern Appa- 
lachians has been the critical 


locational factor for surprisingly 


few new businesses. The ma- 
jority of the new factories were 
drawn to the South by the op- 
portunity of profitable supply 
markets furnished by a steadily 
increasing population with ex- 
panding purchasing power. 

*““Some other new industries 
are oriented toward supplies of 
raw materials that are abun- 
dantly or uniquely present in 
the South, such as petroleum, 
natural gas, coal, iron, phos- 
phates, bauxite, and sulphur; 
others were attracted primarily 
by the industrial labor supply, 
especially by its abundance, re- 
liability, and quality. It would 
seem, then, that the recent in- 
dustrial boom in the South is 
based on conditions permanent- 
ly attractive to the investor, not 
on a relatively evanescent wage 
difference, and that it is likely 
to continue for a good many 
decades. 

“The fact that some 35 per 
cent of the industrial structures 
contracted for in the United 
States between 1945 and 1948 
were to be erected in the South 
gives some indication of the 
sustained strength of this move- 
ment.”

The Weaknesses 
Of the Dixiecrats 


WASHINGTON—In his 


speech before the 


Southern Governors Conference at Hot Springs, 
Ark., the other day Speaker of the House Sam 
Rayburn put his finger on the underlying weakness of the Dixie- 


crat movement. 


He could not have made a shrewder choice of 


arguments in his appeal to Southern Democrats to stay within 
the Democratic Party than by citing the loss of power and prestige 
that would fall the lot of Southern Congressmen if the threatened 


revolt against President Truman 


control of Congress. 

It is in this point that the 
weakness and the futility of the 
Dixiecrat movement lie. What 
is proposed is that Southern 
Democrats, in the event of a 
Truman third-term venture, 
veer off into another splinter 
party program such as the one 
undertaken in 1948. The pur- 
pose back of the move would be 
to deprive the regular Demo- 
cratic nominee of enough elec- 
toral votes to throw the election 
of the next President into Con- 
gress. 

Assuming that this might hap- 
pen from a close election, the 
lower house of Congress would 
take over from a deadlock in 
the Electoral College. Each of 
the 48 states would be allowed 
one vote in the election of a 
president, with a majority of 
the state delegation determin- 
ing how the state’s vote would 
be cast. Twenty-five state unit 
votes would be necessary to 
elect a majority. 


In the final showdown 
Southern congressmen would 
have a choice of doing one of 
three things. They could 
vote for either the Dixiecrat 
candidate or the regular nom- 
inee of the party, or they 
could vote for the Republican 
candidate. Since it is hardly 
conceivable that the tail 
would be allowed to wag the 
deg, the ultimate choice would 
lie between the Republican 
and the regular Democratic 
nominees. ~* 


Under those circumstances, 
no reasonable doubt can be 
raised as to what the Southern 
comgressmen would be likely to 
do. They would cast their lot 
with the regular Democratic 
nominee, of course. To do oth- 
erwise would jeopardize the 
many powerful committee 
chairmanships and the senior- 
ity position held by Southern 
members of the House. 

Speaker Rayburn delivered a 
telling blow when he reminded 
the Southerners of the impor- 
tant positions their members 


should give the Republicans 
hold in the organization struc- 
ture of the Congress. In the 
House the great agricultural 
committee is headed by Repre- 
sentative Cooley of North Caro- 
lina: Vinson of Georgia heads 
armed services; Doughton of 
North Carolina holds down 
ways and means; Richards of 
South Carolina is chairman of 
foreign affairs; Barden. of 
North Carolina has education 
and labor; Rankin of Missis- 
sippi has veterans’ affairs, and 
Wood of Georgia is chairman of 
the un-American activities com- 
mittee. 

It is an imposing list. In the 
Senate, Southern men have 
equally pretentious positions. 
George and Russell of Georgia 
head the top-ranking commit- 
tees on finance and armed serv- 
ices: Connally of Texas presides 
over foreign relations; McKel- 
lar of Tennessee has appropria- 
tions and Ellender of Louisiana 
has agriculture and forestry—to 
name only a few. 

What the Dixiecrats would be 
doing would be to ask Southern 
members of Congress to throw 
control to the Republicans with 
the consequent loss of these 
chairmanships and_ seniority. 
The very thought is utterly im- 
practical. Nothing better illus- 
trates the futility of what is 
proposed.

CAIRO, Egypt, Noy. 16—(U.P). 
Egyptian terrorists, expanding 
their efforts to drive the British 
out of the Suez Canal Zone, 
staged a gun battle Thursday 
night with British troops in the 
streets of Port Said. 

Reports of this latest 
clash, reaching Cairo Friday 
two British troopers and 
Egyptians were wounded. 

News of the incident was re- 
ceived here as Egyptian Socialist 
Leader Jussein demanded that 
Egypt sever diplomatic relations 
with Britain unless the British 
are withdrawn from the canal 
zone. 

In a virtual ultimatum to the 
Wafdist government, Hussein said 
Egypt must act within 15 days 
or his Socialist Party will open 
an active opposition movement. 
He demanded that the government 
warn the British to get out within 
one month or Egypt will break 
diplomatic and commercial -rela- 
tions. : 

Hussein also urged the govern- 
ment to prepare its troops for 
battle with the British and rec- 
ommended, if necessary, that all 
Egyptians be permitted to carry 
arms. 

He also called for treaties of 
friendships between Egypt and 
the Eastern bloc of Communist 
countries if Britain refuses to 
leave the disputed area.

Trim the Space 


Between Waist 


And Wishbone

Fashion in figures is back to 
lovely normal. According to 
Paris, New York and -Holly- 
wood, the accent is on milady’s 
real form. 

Hips are normal, and the bust 
is normal ...a beautiful normal 
if you see what the designers 
mean. While there is less accent 
on the waistline, it must alway 
be small. The news is the spare- 
ribbed look .. . a molded close- 
to-the-form look in that s 
but important space twixt waist 
and wishbone. In other words, 
there must be no slight suspicion 
of a girdle top roll. 

The designers use sleight of 
hand tricks to turn substance 
into shadow, but a girdle top 
roll is just more than they can 
cope with this season, 

Well, zippity-do-da ... let’s 
take it off. To make it fun in- 
stead of a workout, put rhythm 
in the movements. Make up 
your own hit parade, but see 
that the rhythm and the move- 
ment hit the right spot. Here 
is a routine to banish the bulk 
lodged amidships... . 

Stand erect, feet well apart, 
arms arched overhead. Now 
lunge to the right side, bending 
right knee. Fling right arm across 
in front of chest, bend to the 
right, and stretch and pull from 
left finger tips to left toes... 
make it a long, smooth, wonder- 
ful stretch. Reverse position, 
bend the left knee, and pull 
smoothly along the opposite 
Side. 

Now for those with normally 
strong backs, try a quarter twist 
at the waist, followed by bend- 
ing. Are arms Overhead, pull 
the waist up away from the hips

To get at the tire above the 
waist in back, the turn at the 
waist should be the same, a 
quarter .turn, but the bend is 
forward and to the side, First 
one side, then the other. 

Finish by flopping over at
